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A  Brief  History 

of  the 

Polk  Baptist  Association 

At  the  printing  of  this  year's  annual  minutes,  the  Polk  Baptist 
Association  has  been  in  existence  for  forty-one  years;  being 
founded  by  a  small  group  of  concerned  believers  who  saw  the 
need  of  a  local  association  that  could  better  seiTe  the  churches  in 
the  Polk  County  area.  So  in  1969,  the  Polk  Baptist  Association 
was  formed,  at  the  Columbus  Baptist  Church,  Columbus,  N.C. 

The  first  session  for  the  newly  formed  association  was  held  at 
the  Faith  Baptist  Church  in  Mill  Spring,  NC,  on  October  22, 1 970, 
with  157  in  attendance.  Then,  on  October  23, 1970  at  Hickory 
Grove  Baptist  Church,  with  105  in  attendance.  There  were 
nineteen  churches  present  at  these  first  meetings. 

The  following  have  served  as  Director  of  Missions  and  Ministry 
Assistants: 

Rev.  Zeb  Baker,  from  January  1973- April  1977. 

Rev.  Roy  Cable,  from  April  1977-March  1978. 

Rev.  Marshall  Simpson,  from  August  1978- June  1986;  his 

wife  Millie  served  as  Ministry  Assistant  for  the  same  period 

of  time. 
Rev.  O.  Lee  Gregory,  from  August  1986-March  1994;  his 

wife  Melba,  served  as  Ministry  Assistant  for  the  same 

period  of  time. 
Rev.  J.  Hubert  Street,  from  May  of  1994  until  the  present 

time,  along  with  Mrs.  Jean  G  Edwards,  as  Ministry 

Assistant  for  the  same  amount  of  time. 

From  the  Rutherford  County,  NC  line  on  the  East,  to  Saluda, 
NC,  on  the  West;  from  Lake  Lure,  NC,  in  the  North,  to  the  South 
Carolina  line  in  the  South;  the  twenty-four  churches  and  two  mission 
churches  (the  Spanish  Mission  Church  and  the  White  Oak  Cowboy 
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church);  all  are  a  part  of  a  vital  mission  ministry  outreach.  The 
desire  of  our  churches  is  to  constantly  be  reminded  of  the  ''go''  in 
the  Great  Commission,  given  by  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  Matthew 
28:18-20.

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Green  River  Baptist  Church  was  organized  March  1 2, 1 875. 
The  first  pastor  was  Elder  Christopher  Columbus  Case.  The  first 
Sunday  School  was  organized  under  the  leadership  of  Elder  J. 
Williams. 

The  land  where  the  church  and  the  old  cemetery  are  located 
was  purchased  from  three  gentlemen  from  New  York  on  March 
1, 1902.  The  deacons  signed  the  deed,  and  it  was  registered  on 
February  2,  1903. 

In  1909,  a  new  church  building  was  built  under  the  leadership 
of  Rev.  T.  C.  Harris.  Rev.  J.  M.  Walker  preached  the  dedication 
sermon  for  the  new  church  on  May  10, 1914. 

On  November  11,  1928,  the  church  voted  to  buy  its  first 
piano.  In  1937,  electric  lights  were  added  to  the  church.  In  July, 
1946,  a  building  fund  was  started  for  our  first  parsonage.  The 
parsonage  was  paid  for  on  May  3,  1953. 

The  current  Educational  Building  was  first  entered  into  for 
service  in  November,  1957.  The  first  service  held  in  our  present 
sanctuary  was  on  Easter  Sunday,  April  10,  1960.  At  this  time, 
the  first  electric  organ  was  installed. 

In  October,  1969,  we  hired  our  first  outside  Minister  of  Music. 
In  September,  1972,  the  church  debt  was  paid  off.  Anote-buming 
service  was  held  on  November  12,  1972.  On  July  2,  1974,  a 
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Land  Committee  was  formed  to  decide  on  land  for  a  new 
parsonage.  In  September,  1978,  plans  were  accepted  for  our 
new  parsonage.  In  June  of  1980,  the  new  parsonage  was 
dedicated;  open  house  was  held  on  June  29.  A  note-burning  service 
was  held  on  December  1 1 ,  1988.  The  church  was  debt  free.  On 
May  14, 1993,  a  new  sound  system  was  installed. 

In  August,  1995,  we  called  our  first  Youth/Children's  Minister. 
In  July,  1996,  Dr.  J.  Harold  Smith  led  in  Revival  services  here  at 
Green  River.  God  blessed  mightily  with  56  professions  of  faith. 

Other  important  events  in  recent  yeai's  include,  the  beginning  of 
a  van  ministry,  the  purchase  of  a  new  piano  and  a  new  organ. 
Complete  renovation  of  the  Sanctuary  and  many  updates  to  the 
Educational  Building.  A  prayer  garden  was  built.  The  Sound 
System  was  updated  in  2004. 

In  2005  the  church  voted  to  install  a  video  projection  system 
to  enhance  the  worship  sei*vice  and  other  ministries  of  the  church. 

In  November  2005  the  church  voted  to  have  a  consultant. 
Dr.  Todd  Morris  of  Kershaw,  SC,  help  with  a  complete 
revitalization  of  its  ministries.  The  Sunday  School  was  reorganized 
for  outreach  as  well  as  other  changes  in  the  ministries  of  the  church. 

Rev.  Gmy  Curtis  is  the  present  pastor.  Gary,  his  wife  Sherry 
and  daughter  Autumn  feel  blessed  to  minister  to  the  people  of 
Green  River  Baptist  Church. 

The  people  praise  God  for  His  continued  blessings  on  them  at 
Green  River.

The  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  on  Thursday,  January  28, 
7:00  P.M.,  at  Green  River  Baptist  Church  with  a  total  of  56  in 
attendance.  Rev.  Gary  Curtis,  Moderator,  presiding. 

The  Call  to  Worship,  'There's  Something  About  That  Name" 
was  led  by  Mrs.  Jill  Smith,  Music  Director  of  Green  River  Church 
with  Mrs.  Louise  Allison,  pianist. 

Mr.  Ray  Richards,  Deacon,  welcomed  the  people  and  read 
scripture  from  Matthew  8:34-38  and  Romans  1:16.  He  directed 
the  messengers  to  the  facilities  and  then  led  in  prayer. 

The  Moderator  welcomed  everyone  and  declared  the  meeting 
to  be  in  session.

Mission  Development  -  Mr.  David  Wallace,  Director  stood 
and  encouraged  the  people  to  volunteer  in  mission  this  year  and 
that  he  would  be  updating  his  mission  contact  information  soon 
and  would  enjoy  hearing  from  you. 

Brotherhood -Mr.  Russell  Randolph  stated  that  he  just  wanted 
to  praise  the  Lord  for  all  he  had  done  and  continues  to  do. 
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operation  Inasmuch  -  Dr.  Jeff  Parker,  Coordinator,  gave  a 
brief  summary  of  info  which  was  included  in  the  book  of  reports 
on  OIAM.  He  also  mentioned  the  upcoming  Deacon  Training 
Event  on  Feb.  1 6th  at  Pea  Ridge  Baptist  Church. 

The  Moderator  introduced  the  speaker  for  the  evening;  Dr. 
Jeff  Parker,  Pastor  at  Pea  Ridge  Baptist  Church.  Before  coming, 
Mrs.  Jill  Smith  blessed  our  hearts  by  singing,  ''How  Great  Thou 
Art." 

Dr.  Parker  spoke  on  the  "Passion  of  Christ  and  the  Passion 
of  Christians."  His  message  was  very  encouraging  and  challenging 
to  the  messengers. 

Benediction  was  led  by  Rev.  David  Bame. 

Jean  G.  Edwards,  Clerk 
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Morgan  Chapel  Baptist  Church  first  held  its  services  in  what 
was  known  at  that  time  as  ''Morgan  School  House.'' 

The  people  met  in  the  schoolhouse  for  some  time  before 
organizing  as  a  church  on  December  1 2, 1909.  The  church  began 
with  six  men  and  eight  women.  The  first  pastor  elected  was  Rev. 
R.C.  Champion. 

The  first  house  of  worship  was  built  in  1913.  Property  was 
given  by  the  family  of  Henry  Morgan  Calhoun,  which  was  a  part 
of  the  Morgan  Plantation.  Later,  Mrs.  Nina  Morgan  deeded  two 
acres  of  property  to  the  church. 

Morgan  Chapel  Baptist  Church  mothered  the  Peniel  Baptist 
Church  in  the  1920s.  The  church  also  sponsored  a  Mission 
Sunday  School  known  as  the  "Prince  School  House." 

In  March  of  1 9 1 4,  the  church  building  was  blown  down  by 
strong  winds.  Neighboring  churches  helped  to  rebuild  the  stmcture. 

In  1956,  a  new  building  was  completed  with  more  Sunday 
School  space.  In  1960,  a  Fellowship  Building  was  built. 

In  1 96 1 ,  both  a  Women's  Missionary  Union  and  Brotherhood 
were  organized.  A  church  van  was  purchased  in  1997. 

Through  the  years,  the  church  has  been  served  by  several 
different  pastors.  Rev.  Tom  Frady  became  interim  pastor  in  2007 
and  accepted  full-time  pastor  in  2008  until  present.  The  church 
continues  to  grow  as  they  serve  their  members,  community  and 
the  Lord!

The  Polk  Baptist  Association  met  on  Thursday,  April  22, 7:00 
P.M.,  at  Morgan  Chapel  Baptist  Church  with  a  total  of  74  in 
attendance.  Rev.  Gary  Curtis,  Moderator,  presiding. 

The  Call  to  Worship,  "Stand  Up,  Stand  Up  for  Jesus"  was 
led  by  Morgan  Chapel  Music  Director,  Mr.  Ron  Cochran  with  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Brenda  Cochran,  pianist. 

Rev.  Tom  Frady,  Pastor,  welcomed  the  people.  He  announced 
that  refreshments  would  be  served  following  the  meeting.  He 
then  led  in  prayer. 

The  meeting  was  declared  in  session  by  the  moderator.  Mrs. 
Jean  Edwards,  Clerk,  presented  the  Minutes  from  the  previous 
meeting.  Minutes  Approved. 

The  Moderator  thanked  Morgan  Chapel  for  hosting  the  Spring 
Meeting.  He  appointed  Rev.  David  Bame  as  Pai^liamentarian. 

The  program  was  presented  for  adoption  by  Rev.  Hubert 
Street,  DOM.  Motion  carried. 

Rev.  Hubert  Street,  DOM,  introduced  Rev.  Miguel  Rodriguez, 
who  had  been  elected  by  the  Spanish  Mission  Church  to  be  their 
new  pastor,  (see  Misc.  business).  He  then  introduced  Dr.  Michael 
Keel,  pastor  at  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church  to  the  messengers. 

The  congregation  stood  and  sang  "WeTl  Work  Til  Jesus 
Comes." 

BUSINESS  SESSION  -  MODERATOR 

Financial  Report  -  Mrs.  Rosa  Jackson,  Treasurer,  made  a 
motion  that  the  Financial  Report  on  pages  8- 1 1  be  accepted  as 
printed.  Second,  motion  carried. 

KEY  LEADERS  REPORT 

Rev.  Philip  Bailey,  Evangelism,  stood  and  announced  our  PB  A 
Fall  Revival  as  coming  a  little  early  this  year,  which  will  be  on 
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Sept.  12-15.  Rev.  David  Horton,  President  of  Fruitland  Baptist 
Bible  Institute  will  be  the  guest  speaker. 

Mr.  Russell  Randolph,  Brotherhood  Director  gave  praise  to 
the  Lord  for  the  work  that  is  going  on. 

Rev.  Gary  Curtis,  reported  on  the  VBS  Clinic  which  was  held 
at  his  church.  Green  River  Baptist  Church  the  Tuesday  prior.  A 
total  of  50  were  in  attendance.  His  wife  Sherry  Curtis  served  as 
VBS  Director. 

MISCELLANEOUS  BUSINESS 

On  behalf  of  the  Spanish  Coordinating  Meeting,  Rev.  Hubert 
Street  made  a  motion  that  the  association  accept  Rev.  Miguel 
Rodriguez  as  pastor  of  the  Spanish  Mission  Church  since  the 
Spanish  Church  had  already  elected  him  as  their  pastor.  Motion 
approved. 

Rev.  Street,  DOM  spoke  to  the  messengers  about  Art  and 
Sheila  Com,  who  are  members  of  Hickory  Grove  Baptist  Church 
and  are  serving  as  missionaries  in  Iquitos,  Peru.  He  stated  that 
they  had  some  50  children  and  8  adults  attending  Children's  Church. 
There  have  been  13  to  make  decisions  for  Christ.  The  Corns 
have  also  began  an  English  class  where  attendance  has  been  12- 
15  in  the  past  weeks.  Rev.  Street  stated  that  the  Corns  were 
having  to  construct  a  security  fence  around  the  orphanage  as  a 
requirement  by  the  government  there  at  a  cost  of  $6,000.00.  He 
made  a  motion  that  the  association  send  $  1 ,000.00  towards  the 
mission  work  there  and  encouraged  the  PB  A  churches  to  support 
in  this  mission  effort  on  a  regular  basis.  Motion  seconded,  no 
discussion,  motion  carried. 

NC  Baptist  Foundation:  Rev.  David  Webb,  WNC  Manager, 
spoke  to  the  messengers  on  the  services  of  the  Baptist  Foundation. 
He  handed  out  brochures  and  encouraged  the  people  to  read 
them  and  let  him  know  if  they  would  be  interested  in  him  coming 
to  speak  to  their  church  some  time  in  the  future. 

The  congregation  stood  and  sang  "Heaven  Came  Down." 
The  NC  Baptist  Food  Gift  cards  were  received  at  this  time  and 
presented  to  Rev.  Lewis  Smith,  Baptist  Children  Homes. 

Guest  Speaker  -  Rev.  Lewis  Smith,  NC  Baptist  Children's 
Homes  Rep.,  thanked  everyone  for  the  food  cards.  He  said  we 
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were  a  small  association  but  had  a  big  heart  for  the  children.  He 
stated  that  he  wished  more  associations  would  join  us  in  giving  gift 
cards  instead  of  the  food  gathering.  He  informed  us  of  a  project 
to  involve  all  the  associations  at  the  NC  Baptist  State  Convention 
in  the  Fall.  Rev.  Smith  made  available  cloths  for  anyone  who 
would  like,  to  draw,  write,  paint  or  stitch  on  for  the  backdrop  of 
the  convention  stage  while  the  Children  homes  speak  this 
November.  He  then  asked  that  all  the  messengers  gather  at  the 
end  of  the  meeting  to  have  their  picture  made  for  "Charity  for 
Children"  newspaper. 

The  Moderator  introduced  the  speaker  for  the  evening;  Rev. 
Philip  Bailey,  pastor  of  Sandy  Springs  First  Baptist  Church. 

Special  Music  was  shared  by  Morgan  Chapel's  ensemble  and 
Mi\  Ron  Cochran  blessed  our  hearts  by  singing  two  specials; 
"Beulah  Land''  and  "The  Blood  Will  Never  Lose  Its  Power." 

Before  the  message.  Rev.  Street  stood  and  mentioned  several 
prayer  concerns.  Prayers  were  sent  up  for  the  names  of  those 
mentioned. 

Rev.  Bailey  read  scripture  from  Galations  6:9.  The 
messengers  were  challenged  to  stick  with  the  WORD,  stick  with 
the  WAY  and  stick  with  the  WORK. 

Before  dismissing.  Rev.  Street,  DOM  stood  and  asked  the 
Treasurer,  Mrs.  Rosa  Jackson  if  she  had  the  total  amount  of  the 
food  cards  which  were  received  in  the  offering  for  the  NC  Baptist 
Children's  Homes.  The  total  reported  was  $7,000.00. 

Rev.  Street  dismissed  with  prayer.

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The  Big  Level  Baptist  Church  began  in  1879  by  some 
dedicated  people  in  the  community  who  saw  the  need  and  had  a 
great  desire  for  a  place  to  worship  God. 

Their  first  service  was  held  in  a  log  school  house  nearby. 
According  to  their  records,  the  first  sermon  was  delivered  by  the 
Rev.  J.H.  Taylor.  The  text  for  that  first  sermon  was  the  book  of 
James. 

In  August  of  1 88 1 ,  Rev.  J.  H.  Taylor  was  elected  as  the  first 
pastor  of  the  newly  formed  church. 

From  1881-1 883,  a  church  building  was  built  and  the  church 
was  known  as  New  Bethel.  Later,  land  was  donated  and  a  new 
church  was  built  and  the  name  was  changed  from  New  Bethel  to 
Big  Level  because  of  the  level  spot  of  ground  upon  which  the 
church  was  built. 

From  1940-1952,  the  church  grew  in  number  and  a  new 
building  was  built.  Monies  to  build  this  building  came  from  selling 
poultry  products,  produce  and  sacrificed  giving. 

Since  that  time,  Sunday  School  rooms,  a  parsonage  and 
fellowship  building  have  been  built.  A  new  van  was  purchased  as 
well  as  a  baby  grand  piano. 

In  2000,  Rev.  Billy  Salyers  was  ordained  into  the  ministry. 
The  floors  to  the  parsonage  were  refurbished. 
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In  2005,  the  church  raised  $  17,65 1 .75  for  Hurricane  Katrina 
Relief  in  just  three  months.  A  total  of  400  shoeboxes  for 
Samaritan's  Purse  was  collected  in  November  of  that  year. 

In  2008,  a  team  of  seven,  including  the  pastor,  went  on  a 
mission  trip  to  St.  Kitts  and  helped  with  a  Vacation  Bible  School 
for  the  children  there. 

This  past  year,  2009,  the  church  collected  a  total  of  1,667 
shoeboxes  for  Samaritan's  Purse,  Operation  Christmas  Child. 

Rev.  Robert  Oit  has  faithfully  served  Big  Level  Baptist  Church 
as  pastor,  for  the  past  17  years.  An  anniversary  celebration  was 
held  this  past  February  for  he  and  his  wife  Connie. 

The  church  gives  God  ALL  the  Glory  and  continues  to  serve 
HIM  in  a  mighty  way.

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The  Midway  Baptist  church  was  founded  in  1940  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  growing  community  between  Mill  Spring  and 
Columbus.  Therefore  the  name  "Midway"  stuck  since  the  church 
was  midway  between  Mill  Spring  and  Columbus. 

On  June  30,  1940,  a  meeting  was  held  and  the  church  was 
organized.  Some  fifty  three  members  joined  at  that  meeting. 

The  church  has  held  its  meetings  in  tents,  houses,  until  a  building 
was  built.  Several  additions  have  been  added  as  the  needs  arose 
and  attendance  grew.  The  old  fellowship  hall  was  remodeled  for 
class  rooms  as  space  was  needed.  A  new  family  life  center  was 
built  and  the  present  sanctuary  stands  where  the  old  church  building 
stood,  hi  2000  the  new  sanctuary  was  dedicated  and  more  parking 
space  was  added. 

In  2003,  Rev.  Gary  Lockee  was  called  as  pastor  and  has 
served  until  the  present.  In  2004  a  new  parking  lot  was  added  as 
membership  grew.  New  ministries  have  been  started,  such  as  "The 
Upper  Room  Youth  Ministry,"  a  website  ministry,  an  outreach 
ministry  for  the  community,  a  children's  playground,  added  a 
projector  and  screen  in  the  sanctuary. 

In  2006,  the  old  fellowship  hall  was  changed  into  class  rooms 
for  Sunday  School,  etc.  In  2007  the  church  dedicated  the  Family 
Life  Center.  In  2009  they  held  a  note  burning  ceremony  for  all 
mortgages.  The  church  is  now  debt  free.  The  people  of  the  church 
and  the  church  building,  stand  as  a  witness,  "Midway!"

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Constitution 

of  the 

Polk  Baptist  Association 


Article  I -NAME 

This  body  shall  be  known  as  the  POLK  BAPTIST 
ASSOCIATION. 

Article  II  -  PURPOSE 

It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  to  promote 
spiritual  growth  through  its  programs,  training,  and  resources.  To 
enable  churches  to  be  in  fellowship  and  to  be  on  mission  individually 
and  together,  as  fostered  by  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State 
Convention  and  the  Southem  Baptist  Convention,  implementing 
the  Great  Commission  in  the  County,  the  State,  and  around  the 
world.  We  accept  the  Baptist  Faith  and  Message,  adopted  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  June  14, 2000  as  our  statement  of 
faith  and  practice. 

Article  III -MEETINGS 

The  Association  shall  convene  quarterly  on  the  fourth  Thursday 
evenings  in  January,  April,  July  and  October.  These  meetings 
may  also  be  referred  to  as  the  Winter,  Spring,  Summer  and  Fall 
Meetings. 

Article  IV  -  MEMBERSHIP 

The  Association  shall  consist  of  messengers  who  are  members  of 
the  affiliated  churches,  as  follows: 

( 1 )  Three  messengers  from  each  affiliated  church;  an  additional 

messenger  for  every  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
over  the  first  50  members;  (No  church  shall  be  entitled  to 
more  than  10  messengers) 

(2)  The  Pastors  of  all  affiliated  churches; 

(3)  The  Director  of  Missions  and  the  elected  officers  of  the 
Association; 

(4)  The  Associational  Council  Members. 

The  Association  shall  have  no  power  over  the  churches,  nor  the 
privilege  to  infringe  upon  their  internal  rights. 
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Article  V  -  AFFILIATED  CHURCHES 

SECTION  1 .  Reception  of  Churches  -  The  association  shall  accept 
churches  of  all  races  and  nationalities  within  25  miles  of  the  Polk 
County  line,  which  meet  all  constitutional  requirements  for 
membership,  yet  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  her  membership  and 
may  receive  or  reject  churches  applying  for  membership  therein 
at  her  pleasure. 

(A)  New  Churches  -  A  newly  estabUshed  Southern  Baptist 
Church  or  churches  so  received  shall  come  under  the  watch 
care  of  the  association  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  year  upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Mission  Development  Council, 
provided  such  request  comes  at  least  30  days  prior  to  a 
meeting  of  the  association.  During  this  period  of  proving 
such  church  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
the  association  except  that  of  voting.  Such  church  must  be 
approved  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present 
and  voting. 

(B)  An  established  Southern  Baptist  church  in  doctrinal 
agreement  with  the  Polk  Baptist  Association  would  be 
received  immediately  into  full  membership  of  the  association, 
upon  approval  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  of  the  messengers  present 
and  voting  at  a  meeting  of  the  association  providing  request 
is  made  30  days  prior  to  this  meeting  and  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Mission  Development  Council. 

SECTION  2.  Dismissal  of  churches  -  The  association  reserves  to 
itself  the  right  to  withdraw  fellowship  from  any  and  every  church 
which: 

(A)  Proves  to  hold  views  and  opinions  opposed  to  clear  Biblical 
teaching  and  or  innmoral       practice. 

(B)  Over  a  period  of  time  fails  to  cooperate  with  the  association; 

(C)  Fails  to  send  an  Annual  Church  Profile  (yearly)  to  the 
association. 

The  Associational  Missions  Development  Council  shall  seek  to 
make  the  church  fully  aware  of  this  impending  action.  This  action 
shall  require  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and 
voting  at  a  meeting  of  the  association. 
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Article  VI  -  ORGANIZATION 

INTRODUCTION:  The  Association  shall  be  organized  into  five 
levels  of  operation:  Governing,  Personnel,  Administrative  Services, 
Mission  Performance  Programs  and  Fellowship  Groups.

SECTION  5.  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL:  The  Associa 
tional  Council  shall  consist  of  the  general  officers  of  the  association, 
the  directors  of  the  mission  performance  programs,  and  the  dii'ector 
of  missions.  The  chairperson  of  each  fellowship  group  will  be  an 
ex  officio  member  of  the  Associational  Council.

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SECTION  7  CONFLICT  RESOLUTION  CONSULTATION 

TEAM:  The  purpose  of  the  Conflict  Resolution  Consultation 
Team  shall  be  to  be  available  to  assist  pastors,  laypersons  and 
churches  in  moving  through  a  process  of  conflict  management  upon 
request. 

The  CRC  Team  exists  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  unity  within 
the  churches  by  offering  resources  and  assistance  utilizing  the 
following  procedures: 

1.  Inform  and  counsel  church  members  regarding  the 
consultation  process  leading  to  a  church  resolving  its  own 
issues. 

2.  At  the  request  of  the  church's  appropriate  decision  making 
body,  guide  the  church  through  the  steps  needed  to  resolve 
conflicts  that  may  arise.  This  may  include  preventive 
measures. 

3 .  Conduct  surveys  within  the  congregation  at  the  request  of 
the  church's  decision  making  body  to  determine  the  nature 
and  extent  of  a  given  issue. 

4.  Make  recommendations  to  the  church  to  enlist  a  temporary 
task  force(s)  which  will  explore  options  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  church. 

5.  Maintain  confidentiality  as  to  all  activity  of  the  CRC  Team 
and  task  force(s). 

6.  Provide  follow-up  with  the  task  force(s). 

CONFLICT  RESOLUTION 
CONSULTATION  TEAM  PROCEDURES 

1 .  The  CRC  Team  shall  consist  of  the  Director  of  Missions, 
the  Moderator  of  the  Association,  and  the  Pastoral  Ministry 
Director. 

2 .  Any  team  member  can  be  contacted  to  request  assistance 
from  the  team. 

3.  Matthew  5:23-25,  Matthew  18:15-17,  Galations  6:1-2 
will  be  the  basis  of  this  ministry  and  the  generally  accepted 
principle  for  conflict  resolution. 

4.  Only  upon  written  request  from  the  church's  appropriate 
decision  making  body  will  the  CRC  Team  participate  in  a 
church-wide  consultation  meeting.  Upon  request,  the  team 
will  meet  with  any  pastor,  layperson  or  church 
representatives  who  wish  to  discuss  an  issue. 
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5 .  The  CRC  Team  will  hold  all  proceedings  in  confidence. 

6.  Ongoing  training  will  be  provided  the  CRC  Team  at  least 
once  a  year. 

7.  The  CRC  Team  will  not  become  an  issue  in  the  church 
conflict.  If  the  church's  decision  making  body  determines 
the  CRC  Team  is  becoming  an  issue  in  the  conflict,  the 
team  will  withdraw  from  the  process. 

8.  The  CRC  Team  has  freedom  to  make  recommendations 
to  the  task  force(s),  giving  input  to  solutions,  but  recom- 
mendations to  the  church  will  be  the  result  of  work  done 
by  the  task  force(s). 

Article  VII  -  PROCEDURE 

The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted  according  to 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order.  These  rules  shall  govern  the  working 
procedures  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association. 


Article  VIII  -  AMEIVDMENT 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended,  by  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of 
messengers  present  and  voting.  Any  recommended  change  must 
be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  churches  at  least  thirty  (30)  days 
prior  to  the  meeting  at  which  to  be  acted  upon. 

Article  IX  -  ADOPTION 

Upon  adoption  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  messengers  present 
and  voting,  this  Constitution  shall  become  effective  at  the  close  of 
this  session  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  shall  effect  a 
repeal  of  all  previously  adopted  rules.  Adopted  this  nineteenth 
day  of  October,  1989  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus 
Christ.

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Bylaws 

of  the 

Polk  Baptist  Association 

Article  I  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  MEETINGS 

SECTION  1.  Quorum  -  Messengers  present  from  affiliated 

churches  shall  constitute  a  quomm. 
SECTION  2.  Order  of  Business  -  An  Order  of  Business  shall  be 

adopted  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  session  of  the  meeting.  A 

two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  shall  be  required  to  execute  any  change. 
SECTION  3.  Visitors  may  be  invited  to  participate  in  the 

deliberations  of  the  association  without  privilege  to  vote. 
SECTION  4.  Special  Session  -  A  Special  Session  of  the  association 

may  be  called  by  the  Moderator  or  Vice-Moderator. 
SECTION  5.  Authority  for  any  necessary  changes  in  this  meeting 

schedule  shall  be  decided  at  a  quaiterly  meeting. 

Article  II  -  PERSONNEL 

SECTION  1 .  Director  of  Missions  -  The  Director  of  Missions 
is  the  general  leader  of  the  association,  serving  as  the  director  of 
directors  of  all  programs,  ministries,  and  services  of  the  association, 
and  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees,  councils,  and 
groups  of  the  association.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  lead  the 
association  to  explore  new  mission  frontiers  and  shall  be  a  minister 
to  the  churches  and  church  leaders. 

Election  to  this  office  shall  be  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Search  Committee  and  by  two-thirds  (2/3)  vote  of  the  messengers 
present  and  voting  at  a  meeting  of  the  association  or  called  meeting 
for  that  purpose.  The  time  of  service  shall  continue  until  terminated 
at  the  request  of  the  Director  of  Missions  to  the  Personnel 
Committee,  or  at  the  request  of  the  Personnel  Committee  to  the 
association,  which  shall  require  a  two-thirds  (2/3)  majority  vote 
of  messengers  present  and  voting  at  an  associational  meeting. 
Proper  notice  and  explanation  of  termination  shall  be  provided  to 
or  by  the  Director  of  Missions  and  /or  the  Personnel  Committee. 
Each  party  must  give  a  30  days  written  notice. 
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SECTION  2.  Administrative  Assistant  -  This  individual  assists 
the  Director  of  Missions  with  the  daily  administrative  matters  of 
the  association  by  answering  the  telephone,  greeting  visitors  to 
the  association  office  and  helping  to  meet  their  needs.  The 
Administrative  Assistant  shall  supervise  the  work  of  the  office  help 
and  enlist  and  supervise  volunteers  along  with  the  Director  of 
Missions. 

SECTION  3.  Financial  Secretary /Treasurer  -  The  Financial 
Secretary /Treasurer  shall  receive  all  of  the  funds  contributed  to 
the  association  and  disburse  them  in  accordance  with  the  budget 
of  the  association  or  for  which  the  funds  were  contributed.  The 
Financial  Secretary/Treasurer's  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  serve  as  an 
ex  officio  member  of  the  Association's  Finance  Committee;  (b) 
work  with  the  Finance  Committee  to  recommend  and  establish 
fiscal  policies;  (c)  maintain  proper  records  of  all  monies  received 
and  disbursed;  (d)  provide  printed  quarterly  and  annual  reports 
to  the  association  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements.  The  Financial 
Secretary\Treasurer  will  be  recommended  by  the  Personnel 
Committee  and  approved  at  an  associational  meeting. 

SECTION  4.  Other  Staff  -  Other  staff  may  be  employed  as 
needed  by  the  Association  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Personnel  Committee. 

SECTION  5.  Volunteers  -  To  assist  at  the  associational  office. 

Article  III  -  OFFICERS  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION 

SECTION  1.  Moderator  -  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected 
annually.  He  shall  preside  at  the  associational  meeting(s)  of  the 
association.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in 
succession.  The  Moderator  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all 
committees,  councils,  and  groups  of  the  association. 

SECTION  2.  Vice  Moderator  -  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  be 
elected  annually  and  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Moderator,  shall  automatically  become  Moderator,  and  the 
Nominating  Committee  shall  fill  the  vacancy  of  Vice  Moderator  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  association.  His  duties  shall  be  to  serve 
when  called  upon  by  the  Moderator  or  in  the  absence  of  the 
Moderator.  His  term  of  office  shall  not  exceed  two  years  in 
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succession.  In  the  event  a  vice-moderator  becomes  moderator 
during  his  term  as  vice-moderator,  he  may  still  be  considered  for 
the  full  term  of  service  as  stated  in  SECTION  1 ,  for  moderator. 

SECTION  3.  Clerk  -  The  Clerk  shall  record  and  keep  in 
permanent  form  all  transactions  of  the  association  and  make  this 
information  available  upon  request.  The  Clerk's  duties  shall  be 
to:  (a)  serve  as  recorder  during  the  meetings  of  the  association; 
(b)  secure  from  the  churches  an  Annual  Church  Profile  and  process 
it  according  to  recommended  procedures;  (c)  edit  the  associational 
annual;  (d)  work  with  the  Historian  to  preserve  the  official  records 
of  the  association;  (e)  train  and  assist  church  clerks.  The 
Administrative  Assistant  shall  serve  as  the  Clerk  of  the  Association. 

Article  IV  -  ADMINISTRATIVE  COMMITTEES 

SECTION  1.  Associational  Meetings  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  planning  and  conducting  the 
regulai'  and  called  meetings  of  the  association. 

The  duties  of  this  committee  shall  be:  (a)  propose  an  order  for 
business  for  each  meeting  of  the  association;  (b)  enlist  all  program 
personnel  for  the  associational  meetings;  (c)  publicize  the  order  of 
business  to  the  churches  in  advance  of  the  meetings;  (d)  be 
responsible  for  memorials  and  resolutions  at  the  meetings;  (e) 
arrange  for  the  facilities  needed  for  each  meeting;  (f)  arrange  for 
and  conduct  proper  registration  of  messengers  and  visitors  at  each 
meeting,  and  report  registration  as  requested;  and  (g)  recommend 
the  place  and  preacher  to  the  messengers  one  year  in  advance  of 
each  meeting. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a 
three  year  term,  with  the  terms  rotating,  with  two  members  being 
elected  each  year. 

SECTION  2.  Nominating  Committee  -  This  committee  leads 
in  coordinating  the  selection  of  all  association-elected  leaders, 
except  paid  personnel.  Its  duties  are  to:  (a)  select,  interview, 
enlist,  and  recommend  general  associational  officers,  mission 
performance  program  directors  and  committee  chairpersons;  (b) 
coordinate  the  selection  of  workers  for  all  of  the  association's 
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association's  committees;  (c)  assist  associational  program  directors 
in  discovering  and  enlisting  qualified  persons  to  fill  positions  in 
their  respective  organizations;  (d)  presentation  of  nominees  for 
general  officers  and  program  directors  for  the  association,  shall 
be  presented  at  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  association  that  best 
coincide  with  date  changes  by  the  Baptist  State  Convention  for 
Key  Leadership  Training  events.  All  other  nominees  shall  be 
presented  at  the  July  Meeting,  (e)  nominate  special  committees 
as  assigned  by  the  association. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  appointed  for  a 
three  year  term,  with  the  terms  rotating.  Two  members  shall  be 
appointed  each  year  by  the  Moderator. 

SECTION  3.  Finance  Committee  -  This  committee  shall  assist 
the  association  in  securing,  administering,  and  reporting  its  finances. 

Its  duties  are  to:  (a)  develop  and  recommend  an  overall  financial 
development  plan;  (b)  develop  and  recommend  an  associational 
budget  based  on  the  plans  of  the  association's  various  program 
and  ministries.  Program/Council  Directors,  etc.,  are  to  meet  with 
the  Director  of  Missions,  prior  to  June  of  each  year  and  plan  their 
budget  for  the  next  associational  year,  then  present  the  projected 
cost  to  the  Finance  Committee  no  later  than  June  of  each  year; 
(c)  plan  and  direct  the  effort  to  seek  giving  commitments  from  the 
churches;  (d)  conduct  studies  and  make  recommendations 
conceming  proposed  expenditures  not  included  in  the  budget;  (e) 
review  expenditures  in  terms  of  budget  allocations,  present 
quarterly  financial  reports  to  the  association  and  recommend 
budget  adjustments  if  needed;  (f)  develop  and  recommend  financial 
policies  and  procedures;  and  (g)  be  responsible  for  an  annual 
audit  with  the  report  presented  to  the  association  in  the  January 
meeting. 

The  budget  shall  be  prepared  and  mailed  to  messengers  7-10 
days  prior  to  the  July  Meeting,  at  which  time  the  budget  will  be 
presented  for  vote.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  association  shall  be 
from  October  1  through  September  30. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a 
three  year  term,  with  terms  rotating,  with  two  members  being 
elected  each  year. 
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SECTION  4.  The  Properties  Committee  -  This  committee  shall 
assist  the  association  in  the  administration  of  all  properties. 

Its  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  inspect  and  keep  inventory  of  all 
associational  properties;  (b)  make  recommendations  to  the 
Personnel  Committee  regarding  the  employment,  training,  and 
supervision  of  maintenance  personnel;  (c)  develop  and  initiate 
scheduled  cleaning  procedures;  (d)  develop  and  recommend 
policies  and  procedures  for  using  facilities  and  equipment;  (f) 
request  and  administer  maintenance,  furniture,  and  equipment 
budget;  (g)  develop  and  recommend  an  adequate  insurance  plan 
for  the  properties;  (h)  make  recommendations  for  improvements 
and  expansions;  (i)  shall  act  as  trustees  of  the  Association. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  six  members,  each  elected  for  a 
three  year  term,  with  the  ternis  rotating,  so  that  only  two  members 
are  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  5.  The  Personnel  Committee  -  This  committee  shall 
be  responsible  for  all  paid  employees  of  the  Association.  Its  duties 
shall  be  to:  (a)  recommend  policies  and  procedures  for  the 
selection,  supewision,  and  termination  of  associational  personnel; 
(b)  prepare  and  maintain  a  job  description  manual  relating  to  the 
association's  personnel;  (c)  recruit,  interview,  and  recommend  to 
the  association  new  personnel,  excluding  the  Director  of  Missions, 
in  full  cooperation  with  the  appropriate  supervisor;  (d)  develop 
and  recommend  salaries  and  benefits  for  employed  personnel;  (e) 
develop  and  recommend  to  the  association,  policies  and 
procedures  regarding  continuing  education  and  development  for 
the  Director  of  Missions  and  other  paid  personnel. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  each  elected  for  a 
three  year  term,  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  one  member 
is  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  6.  The  Promotions  Committee  -  This  committee 
shall  be  responsible  for  promoting  the  programs,  ministries,  and 
services  of  the  Association  to  the  churches  and  to  the  general 
public.  Its  duties  shall  be  to:  (a)  develop  and  implement  an  annual 
Associational  Emphasis  Week;  (b)  assist,  as  needed,  with  office- 
produced  communications;  (c)  promote  resolutions  or  public 
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statements  passed  by  the  association;  (d)  develop  promotional 
brochures  or  other  literature  that  identifies  the  work  of  the 
Association;  (e)  assist,  as  requested  by  the  association  or 
associational  leaders,  in  promoting  or  reporting  the  work  and 
actions  of  the  association  through  the  secular  media. 

This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  each  elected  for  a 
three  year  term,  with  the  terms  rotating,  so  that  only  one  member 
is  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  7.  The  Constitution  and  Bylaws  Committee  -  This 
Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  reviewing  and  updating  the 
Constitution  and  Bylaws.  Its  duties  shall  be:  (a)  study  the 
Constitution  and  Bylaws;  (b)  announce  any  suggested  or  needed 
changes  to  the  churches  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  and 
Bylaws;  (c)  present  needed  changes  to  a  meeting  of  the 
association.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  each 
elected  for  a  three  year  term  with  terms  rotating  so  that  only  one 
new  member  will  be  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  8.  The  Social  Services  Committee  -  This  committee 
shall  be  responsible;  (a)  to  be  aware  of  immediate  needs  in  our 
area;  (b)  to  make  the  churches  aware  of  these  needs;  (c)  to  lead 
in  meeting  these  needs.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  three 
members,  each  elected  for  a  three  year  term,  with  terms  rotating 
so  that  only  one  new  member  will  be  elected  each  year. 

SECTION  9.  The  Scholarship  Fund  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  responsible  for  receiving  and  reviewing  all 
applications  for  scholarships  from  the  fund.  The  committee  will 
also  grant  scholarships  to  students  from  interest  accruing  to  the 
Scholarship  Fund.  Other  responsibilities  are  as  follows:  (a)  develop 
a  set  of  guidelines  to  determine  the  financial  needs  of  each 
applicant;  (b)  develop  an  application  procedure  for  all  applicants 
to  follow;  (c)  the  committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  direct  the 
Treasurer  to  write  checks  to  the  schools  of  students  receiving 
scholarships;  (d)  the  committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  year  to 
evaluate  the  needs  of  children  in  our  area,  and  at  their  discretion, 
allocate  available  funds  to  meet  those  needs,  (e)  the  committee 
shall  promote  an  annual  "College  Day  Offering"  in  the  churches 
during  the  month  of  June. 
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SECTION  10.  The  Spanish  Coordinating  Committee  -  This 
committee  shall  be  made  up  of  six  members,  elected  for  a  three 
year  term,  with  term  rotation.  Two  members  shall  be  elected  each 
year  and  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  quarter.  This  committee  shall 
assist  the  association  in  the  planning,  promotion  and  overall  work 
of  the  Spanish  Mission  Church.  The  PBA  will  continue  its  work 
with  the  Spanish  Mission  Church  as  in  the  past,  with  the  Spanish 
Coordinating  Committee  as  liaison,  helper  and  support 
coordinator.  Also,  all  properties,  buildings,  real  estate,  etc.,  shall 
continue  to  be  the  sole  property  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association, 
without  question,  discussion,  debate,  or  any  legal  action.  The 
Spanish  Mission  Church  may  be  presented  as  a  member  church 
at  a  time  that  is  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Spanish  Coordinating 
Committee.  Any  church  that  applies  for  membership  in  the  PBA 
shall  be  presented  at  a  quarterly  meeting  with  the  recommendation 
of  the  Mission  Development  Council  and  shall  remain  in  "watch 
care"  status  for  one  year.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  of  a  pastor,  there 
shall  be  a  Seairh  Comirdttee  who  will  take  on  the  responsibility  to 
secure  someone  as  pastor,  interim  pastor,  etc.  This  Search 
Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Spanish  Coordinating  Committee, 
the  Moderator  and  the  Director  of  Missions.  Their  findings  will 
be  presented  at  a  quarterly  meeting  for  approval.  The  dismissal 
of  a  pastor  from  the  Spanish  Mission  Church  will  occur  for  the 
following  reasons:  (a)  preaching  or  teaching  unsound  doctrine, 
contrary  to  the  scriptures  (b)  at  the  request  of  the  congregation  by 
a  majority  vote  (c)  for  immoral,  unethical  practices  and  unchristian 
conduct  (d)  for  failing  to  cooperate  with  the  Polk  Baptist 
Associational  Leadership.  Funding  for  the  Spanish  Mission  Church 
will  be  discontinued  at  the  close  of  September  30, 2003,  unless 
otherwise  determined  by  the  association.  Whereas  the  PBA  is 
owner  of  the  buildings,  etc.,  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  PBA  to 
pay  for  the  insurance,  unless  other  arrangements  are  made  with 
the  Spanish  Mission  Church.  The  Spanish  Coordinating  Committee 
shall  function  in  the  following  capacity:  (a)  be  a  liaison  between 
the  PBA  and  the  Spanish  Mission  Church;  (b)  provide  leadership 
assistance  in  the  following  areas:  Sunday  School,  Stewardship, 
Evangelism,  Administration,  Business  Meetings,  Mission  Giving, 
English  as  a  Second  Language;  (c)  report  to  the  PBA  on  the 
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progress  and  give  a  summary  of  baptisms,  attendance,  offerings, 
etc.,  that  will  be  presented  in  the  Spring  and  Fall  Book  of  Reports; 
(d)  provide  opportunities  for  joint  worship  services  and  other 
activities  with  the  Spanish  Mission  Church  and  the  PBA;  (e)  be  a 
support  group  for  the  Spanish  Mission  Church. 

SECTION  11.  "Director  of  Missions  Search  Committee''  - 

This  committee  shall  be  responsible  to  recruit,  interview  and 
recommend  to  the  association,  candidates  for  the  office  of  Director 
of  Missions.  Election  to  this  office  shall  be  by  a  2/3  vote  of 
messengers  present  and  voting  at  a  regular  or  called  meeting  for 
that  purpose.  This  committee  shall  consist  of  the  Moderator, 
Pastoral  Ministries  Director,  Evangelism  Director,  Mission 
Development  Director  and  the  Administrative  Assistant. 

Article  V  -  SPECIAL  ADMINISTRATIVE  SERVICES 

SECTION  1.  The  Historian  -  The  Historian  shall  gather, 
preserve,  and  interpret  historical  records  of  the  association's  life 
and  work.  Duties  shall  be:  (a)  work  with  the  associational  clerk  in 
gathering  and  preserving  past  associational  records;  (b)  assist  in 
the  recording  of  present  day  activities;  (c)  communicate  and 
interpret  the  heritage  of  the  association  to  associational  leaders 
and  member  churches;  (d)  use  historical  facts  and  documents  to 
challenge  the  association  to  accomplish  its  mission;  (e)  prepare 
and  present  a  history  of  the  churches  where  the  associational 
meeting  is  held,  and  preserve  continuing  records  of  these  meetings, 
which  are  to  be  passed  on  to  the  succeeding  historian.  The  Historian 
shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  approved 
by  the  association. 

SECTION  2.  The  Parliamentarian  -  The  Parliamentarian  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  VI 
MISSION  PERFORMANCE  PROGRAMS  (COUNCILS) 

The  Program  Councils  shall  undergird  and  give  support  to  the 
work  of  program  related  ministries  of  the  association.  Training 
leadership  shall  be  a  primary  responsibility.  These  Councils  shall 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Director  of  Missions  and  work  in 
cooperation  with  the  Associational  Council. 
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The  directors  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Nominating  Committee 
and  approved  by  the  association,  and  each  director  shall  be 
responsible  for  securing  his  council  members  in  consultation  with 
the  Nominating  Committee  and  the  Director  of  Missions,  with  the 
exception  of  the  WMU. 

Each  council  shall  present  a  proposed  budget  submitted  to  the 
Finance  Committee  by  May  10  and  a  calendar  of  events  to  the 
Associational  Council  by  August  1 . 

SECTION  1.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Council  -  This  council 
shall  assist  the  churches  in  the  development  of  pastoral  ministries, 
deacon  ministry,  vocational  guidance  and  church  administrative 
services.  In  addition,  the  council  shall  minister  to  the  distinctive 
needs  of  pastors,  deacons,  church  staff  persons,  church  councils, 
church  officers  and  committee  members  and  church  vocation 
volunteers.  The  council  shall  be  available  to  assist  churches  in  the 
ordination  of  new  ministers  and  shall  secure  an  ordination 
committee.  The  Pastoral  Ministries  Council  shall  consist  of  a 
Director  and  three  (3)  other  members.  One  member  shall  rotate 
off  each  year.  The  Director  shall  sewe  on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless 
terminated  by  illness,  personal  request,  or  by  the  Nominating 
Committee. 

SECTION  2.  The  Sunday  School  Council  -  This  council  shall 
assist  and  challenge  churches  to  improve  and  enlarge  all  areas  of 
their  Sunday  School  through  planning,  training,  administration 
activities,  consultation,  program  interpretation,  and  cooperative 
projects.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and  three  (3) 
other  members.  One  member  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  The 
Director  shall  serve  on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless  terminated  by 
illness,  personal  request,  or  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

SECTION  3.  The  Discipleship  Training  Council  -  This 
council  shall  assist  the  churches  in  starting  and  expanding  Christian 
discipleship  through  their  Discipleship  Training  programs.  This 
council  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and  three  (3)  other  members. 
One  member  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  The  Director  shall  serve 
on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless  terminated  by  illness,  personal  request, 
or  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 
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SECTION  4.  The  Music  Ministry  Council  -  This  council  shall 
assist  the  churches  through  establishing,  conducting,  enlarging  and 
improving  their  music  ministries.  Music  Ministry  Council  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  age  group  choirs  on  the  associational  level. 
The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and  three  (3)  other  members. 
One  member  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  The  Director  shall  serve 
on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless  terminated  by  illness,  personal  request, 
or  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

SECTION  5.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Council  -  This 
council  shall  assist  churches  in  promoting  missions  and  in 
establishing,  enlarging,  and  strengthening  W.M.U.  work.  The 
WMU  shall  be  responsible  for  electing  their  own  Director  and 
other  officers. 

SECTION  6.  The  Brotherhood/Baptist  Men  Council  -  This 
council  shall  assist  the  churches  in  educating  and  involving  men 
and  boys  in  missions.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and 
three  (3)  other  members.  One  member  shall  rotate  off  each  year. 
The  Director  shall  serve  on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless  terminated 
by  illness,  personal  request,  or  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

SECTION  7.  The  Evangelism  Council  -  This  council  shall 
assist  the  churches  in  reaching  people  for  Christ  through 
evangelistic  training  and  by  bringing  the  churches  together  in 
corporate  efforts  of  evangelism.  This  council  shall  consist  of  a 
Director  and  three  (3)  other  members.  One  member  shall  rotate 
off  each  year.  The  Director  shall  serve  on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless 
terminated  by  illness,  personal  request,  or  by  the  Nominating 
Committee. 

SECTION  8.  The  Stewardship  Council  -  This  council  shall 
assist  the  churches  in  the  development  of  individual  and  corporate 
stewardship.  This  council  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and  three  (3) 
other  members.  One  member  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  The 
Director  shall  serve  on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless  terminated  by 
illness,  personal  request,  or  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

SECTION  9.  The  Missions  Development  Council  -  This 
council  shall  lead  the  churches  to  discover  opportunities  for 
missions  to  assist  the  churches  in  doing  mission  projects  individually 
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and  corporately.  The  council  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and  three 
(3)  other  members.  One  member  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  The 
Director  shall  serve  on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless  terminated  by 
illness,  personal  request,  or  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

SECTION  10.  The  Recreation  Council  -  This  council  shall 
assist  the  churches  in  providing  recreation  methods,  materials, 
services,  and  experiences,  and  shall  assist  other  associational 
organizations  wishing  to  use  recreation  in  accomplishing  their 
particular  tasks.  This  council  shall  consist  of  a  Director  and  three 
(3)  other  members.  One  member  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  The 
Director  shall  serve  on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless  terminated  by 
illness,  personal  request,  or  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

SECTION  1 1 .  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs  Council  - 

This  council  shall  assist  the  churches  in  developing  family  ministry 
programs  in  the  following  ai^eas:  Preschool,  Children,  Youth,  Adult, 
Single  Adult,  Senior  Adult,  and  Student  Ministries.  This  council 
shall  seek  to  strengthen  the  family  unit.  The  council  shall  consist 
of  a  Director  and  three  (3)  other  members.  One  member  shall 
rotate  off  each  year.  The  Director  shall  serve  on  an  ongoing  basis, 
unless  terminated  by  illness,  personal  request,  or  by  the  Nominating 
Committee. 

SECTION  12.  Youth  Council  -  This  council  shall  assist  the 
churches  in  Youth  Outreach  Ministries,  providing  information  about 
opportunities  for  Youth  activities,  ministries,  etc.  This  council  shall 
provide  youth  rallies,  fellowship  events,  training  in  Chiistian  values. 
Plan  mission  trips  and  projects  for  Youth.  Plan  fund  raising  events 
to  help  defray  expenses  of  Youth  programs,  securing  facilities, 
food  and  volunteers  to  help  with  Youth  events.  This  council  shall 
consist  of  a  director  and  three  (3)  other  members.  One  member 
shall  rotate  off  each  year.  The  director  shall  serve  on  an  ongoing 
basis,  unless  terminated  by  illness,  personal  request,  or  by  the 
Nominating  Committee. 

SECTION  13.  The  Deacon  Ministry  Council  -  This  council 
shall  assist  the  churches  in  providing  deacon  training  in  the  areas 
of  personal  growth  and  the  overall  ministry  of  the  Baptist  Deacon, 
in  relation  to  the  local  church.  This  council  shall  consist  of  a  director 
and  three  (3 )  other  members.  One  member  shall  rotate  off  each 
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year.  The  Director  shall  serve  on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless  terminated 
by  illness,  personal  request,  or  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

SECTION  14.  The  NC  Baptist  Aging  Ministry  (BAM) 
Council  -  This  council  shall  work  alongside  churches  in  an  effort 
to  minister  to  the  aging  in  the  PB  A  churches  as  well  as  the  county. 
This  council  shall  consist  of  a  director  and  three  (3)  other  members. 
One  member  shall  rotate  off  each  year.  The  Director  shall  serve 
on  an  ongoing  basis,  unless  terminated  by  illness,  personal  request, 
or  by  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Article  VII  -  ADDITIONAL  PROGRAM  COUNCILS/ 
ADMINISTRATIVE  COMMITTEES 

The  Association  shall  appoint  any  Program  Council  or 
Administrative  Committee  as  needed  as  the  work  of  the 
Association  expands,  subject  to  approval  of  the  association  at  its 
meetings,  as  an  amendment  to  the  Bylaws.  These  Councils/ 
Committees  shall  be  granted  temporary  status  until  final  approval. 

Article  VIII  -  VACANCIES 

The  Association  shall  elect  persons  needed  to  fill  any  vacancies 
which  occur  in  the  association  between  the  meetings  of  the 
association  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Nominating 
Committee  excluding  paid  personnel. 

Article  IX  -  OPERATIONAL  MANUAL 

An  operations  manual  shall  be  developed  for  associational  work. 
This  includes  job  description,  goals  and  directions  for  improvement. 
The  Director  of  Missions  shall  keep  this  manual  on  hand  and 
updated  with  the  assistance  of  the  members  of  the  Associational 
Council  and  officers  of  the  association. 

Article  X  -  AMENDMENT 

These  bylaws  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  messengers 
present  and  voting  at  a  meeting  of  the  association.  Any 
recommended  change(s)  must  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the 
churches  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  meeting  in  which  to 
be  acted  upon. 
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Article  XI -ADOPTION 

Upon  adopting  by  two-thirds  vote  of  messengers  present  and 
voting,  these  Bylaws  shall  become  effective  at  the  close  of  this 
session  of  the  Polk  Baptist  Association,  and  shall  affect  a  repeal 
of  all  previously  adopted  rules.  Adopted  this  nineteenth  day  of 
October,  1989  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ.
